N all the Days of our Spiritual War- 


fare, from our Baptiſm to our Burial, 
God has appointed his Servants, the 
Miniſters of the Church, to ſupply 
| the Neceſſities of the People by Ecclcſi- 
ties

aſtical Duties : And prudently to guide, 


and carefully to judge concerning Souls 
committed to their Charge. 

And therefore they . ho all their Life- 
time derive Bleſſings from the Fountain of 
Grace, by the Channels of Eccleſiaſtical 
Miniſtries, ought then more efpecially to 
do it, in the Time of their Sickneſs, when 
their needs are more prevalent, according 
to that known Apoſtolical Injunction, 7s 
any Man fick among you, let him ſend for the 
Elders of the Church and let them pray over © 
lim, &C. 

The Sum of the Duties and Offices, 
reſpectively implied in theſe Words, may 
be collected from the following Rules. 
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SE CE. 


Rules for the Manner of viſiting the Sick. 


2 E T the Miniſter be ſent to, not 

when the Sick is in the Agonies of 
Death, as it is uſual ſo to do, but before 
his Sickneſs increaſe too much upon him; 
For when the Soul is confuſed and diſturb- 
ed by the Violence of the Diſtemper, and 
Death begins to ſtare the Man in the 
Face, there is little Reaſon to hope for any 
good Eff: froin the Spiritual Man's 
Viſitation. For how can any Regular 
Adminiſtration rale place, when the Man 
is all over in a Diſorder ? How can he be 
called upon to confeſs his Sins, when his 
Tongue faulters, and his Memory fails 


him? How can hereceive any Benefit by 


the Prayers which are offercd up for him, 
when he 1s not able to give Attention to 
them ? Or, how can he be comforted up- 
on any ſure Grounds of Realon or Religi- 
on, when his Reaſon 1s juſt Expiring, and 
all his Notions of Religion together with 
it? Or, when the Man, perhaps, had never 


any real Sentiments of Religion before?

| 
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It is thereſore a Matter of ſad Conſide- 
ration, Thar the Generality of the World 
look upon the Miniſter, in the Time of 
their Sickneſs, as the ſure Fore-runner of 


t Death; and think his Office ſo much re- 
F ' lates to another World, that he is not to 
- be treated with, as long as there is any 


; Hope of living in this: Which is a fatal 
- - Miſtake that many Thouſands, tis to be 
+ feared, runthemſelves into; who neglect- 
> | ing to /et their Houſe in order, in the Be- 
ginning of their Sicknets, drive it off till 
the laſt : And then the Miniſter is ſent 
for in a Hurry, and he comes and ſays a 
few Prayers over the Sick, and ſoon after 
the Man dies, and God only knows what 
becomes of his Soul. 
To prevent therefore fo great a Hazard 
of Miſcarrying, it is highly requiſite, the 
Minifter be ſent for, when the ſick Perſon 
| is able to be converted with and inſtructed; 
j and can underſtand or be taught to under- 
| ſtand the Caſeof his Soul, and theRules of 
his Conſcience, and all the ſeveral Bear- 
| ings of Religion, with reſpect to God, his 
| Neighbour and Himſelf. For to prepare 
k a Soul for it's change is a Work of great | 
Ditacv!ty ; 


F 
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Difficulty z and the Intercourſes of the 
Miniſter with the Sick have fo much vari- 
ety in them, that they are not to be trani- 
acted at once. Sometimes there 1s need 
of ſpecial Remedies againſt Impatience, 
and the Fear of Death ; not only to ani- 
mate, but to make the Perion deſirous and 
willing to die. Sometimes it is requilite 
to awaken the Conſcience by the Terrors 
of the Lord; to open by Degrees all the 
Labyrinths of Sin, (thoſe innumerable 
Windings and Turnings which infenſtbly 
lead Men into Deſtruction) which the 
habitual Senſualiſt can never be able to 
diſcover, unleſs directed by the particular 
Grace of God, and the afliſtance of a faith- 
ful and judicious Guide. Sometimes there 
is need of the Balm of Comfort, to pour in 
Ot and Wine (with the good Samaritan) 
into the bleeding Wound, by repreſenting 
the tender Mercies of God, and the Love 
ot his Son Jeſus Chriſt to Mankind: And 
at Other Times it will be neceilary to re- 


prove rebuke and exhort with all Long: ſuſtering 


and Ductrine: So that a Clergyman's Duty, 
in the Viſitation of the Sick, is not over at 


once; but at one Time he muſt pray, at 


cnother 
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another Time he muſt aſſiſt, adviſe and 
1 direct; at another, he muſt open to him 

the Nature of Re pentance,and exhort him 
to a Confeſſion of his Sins, both to God and 
Man, in all thoſe Caics which require it; 
and at another Time, he muſt give him 
| Abfolution, and tize Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of our Lord. 

And indeed he that ought to watch all 
the Periods of his Life, in the Days of his 
Health, leſt he ſhould be ſurprized and 
overcome, had need be watched when he 
is ſick, and aſſiſted and called upon, and 
| reminded of the ſeveral Parts of his Duiy 
in every Inſtant of his Temptation. 

The Want of this makes the Viſitations 

of the Clergy fruitleſs, becauſe they are 
{ notduftered to imprint thoſe proper Et- 
| tects upon the Sick, which are ncediul in 

ſo important a Miniſtration. 

2. When the Miniſter is come, let him 
diſcourſe concerning the Cauits of Sick- 
| nets, and by a genzral Argument move 
him to a Confideraticn of i his Condition. 

Let him call upon him firſt in general 

Terins , to ſet bis Houſe in order, to trim and 

adorn bis L Lamp, and iu prepare himſelf for 
another 
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another I orld; and then let him perform 
the Cuſtomary Duties of Prayer; and at- 
terwards deſcend ta all other Particulars, 
as Occaſion ſhall offer, and Circumſtan- 
ces require. 

3. According to the Condition of the 
Man, and the Nature of his Sickneſs, 
every Act of the Viſitation is to be pro- 
portioned. If his Condition be full of 
Pain and Infirmity, the Exhortation ought 


to be ſhorter, and the Miniſter more in- 


flant in Prayer: And the little Service the 
Sick Man can do for himſelf, ſhould be 
ſupplied by the charitable Care of his 
Guide, who 1s in ſuch a Caſe to ſpeak 
more to God for him than to talk to him: 
For the Prayer of the righteous, when it 1s 


fervent, hath a Promiſe 4% prevail much in 


the Behalf of the fick Perſon : But Ex- 
hortations muſt prevail by their own pro- 
per Weight, and not by the Paſſion of 
the Speaker; and therefore ſhould be of- 
fered when the Sick is able to receive 
them. And even in this Aſſiſtance of 
Prayer, if the fick Man joins with the 
Miniſter, the Prayers ſhould be ſhort, 
frequent, fervent, and ejaculatory, apt 


rather 
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rather to comply with his weak Conditi- 
on, than weariſome to his Spirits, in te- 
dious and long Offices. But in caſe it 
appears he hath ſufficient Strength to go 
along with the Miniſter, he is then more 
at liberty to offer up long Petitions for 
him. 
After the Miniſter hath made this pre- 
paratory Entrance to this Work of 
much Time and Deliberation, he 
may deſcend to the Particulars of 

his Duty, in the following Method,

r. . 


Of inſtructing the Sick Man in the Nature 
of Repentance, and Confeſſion of his Sins. 
HE firſt Duty to be rightly ſtated 

to the ſick Man, is that of Re- 
pentance; in which the Miniſter 
cannot be more ſerviceable to him, than 
by laying before him a regular Scheme 
of it, and exhorting him at the ſame 
Time to a free and ingenuous Declara- 
tion of the State of his Soul. For unleſs 
they know the Manner of his Life, 2 
tne

the ſeveral kinds and Degrees of thoſe 
Sins, which require his penitential Sor- 
row, or Reſtitution, either they can do 
nothing at all, or nothing of Advantage 
and Certainty. Wherefore the Miniſter 
may move him to this in the ſollowing 
Manner. 


Artuments and Exhortations to move the 
fick Man io Repentance, and Confeſſion 
of his Sinus. 


1. That Repentance is a Duty inis 
penſibly necettary to Salvation. That 
to this End. all the Preachings and En- 

eavours of the Prophets and Apoſtles 
are 8 That our Saviour came

That as it is a neceſſe ry Duty at all. 


Times, ſo more eſpecially in the Time 
of Sickneſs, when we are commande d 
in a particular Manner. to /ot ow Houſe tn 
order. That 'tis a Worx of. great Duite 
culty, ie in genera f a Chang 2 
of Mid, Qin 4 Change of 29e. Ut! SEL 2 
which account it is called iu Seripture, 
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a State of Regeneration, or new Birth; a 
Converſion fromsSin to Cod; a being renew- 
ed in the Spirit of our Minds; a putting off 
the Old Man, which is corrupt according to 
the deceitful Luſis of the Fleſh, and a putting 
on the New Man, tobich is created in Right- 
enfneſs and true Holineſs, That to great 
a Change as this is not to be effected at 


once, but requires the utmoſt Seli-Denial 


and Reſolution to put in Exccution, con- 
iiſting in general of the following Parti- 
culars: 1. A lorrowful Senſe of our Sins. 
2. An humble Conleſlton of them. 3. An 
unfeigned Abhorrence and Forſaking of 
them, and Turning to the Lord our God 
with all our Hearts. 4. A patient Conti- 
nuance in Well- doing to the End of our 
Lives. 

Thele are the conſtituent and eſſential 
Parts of a true Repentance; which may 
ſeverally be diſplayed from the following 
Motives of Reaſon and Scripture, as Op- 
portunity ſhall ſerve, and the Sick Man's 
Condition permit. 

The firſt Part of a true Repentance is 


a ſorrowful Senſe of our Sins, which na- 


turally produceth this good Effect, as we 
may 
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may learn from St. Paul (2 Gr. vii. 10.) 
where he tells us, That Godly Sorrow 
worketh Repentance. Without it, to be 
ſure, there can be no ſuch Thing. For 
how can a Man repent of that which he 
is not ſorry for? Or how can any one ſin- 
cerely aſk Pardon and Forgiveneſs, for 
what he is not concern'd or troubled a- 
bout ? 

A forrowful S-nſe, then, of cur Sims, 
is the firſt Part of a true Repentance, the 
Neceflity whereof may be ſeen from the 
grievous and abominable Nature of Sin; 
as, I. That it made fo wide a Separation 
betwixt God and Man, that nothing but 
the Bloud of his only begotten Son could 
ſuffice to atone for its intolerable Guilt. 
2. That it carries along with it the baſeſt 
Ingratitude, as being done againſt our 
heavenly Father, in whom We live and move 
and have our Being. 3, That the Conle- 
quence of it is nothing leſs than eternal 
Ruin, in that the Wrath of God is reveal- 
ed againſt all impenitent Sinners, and the 
Wages of Sin is Death, not only temporal, 
but eternal. 

From theſe, and the like conſidera- 

| tions, 
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tions, the Penitent may further learn, 
that to be ſorry for our Sins, is a great 
and puniſhing Duty : that it doth not 
conſiſt in a little trivial Concern, a ſuper- 
ficial Sigh, or Tear, or a calling our- 
ſelves Sinners, Sc. but in a real, inge- 
nuous, pungent, and afflicting Sorrow. 
For can that which caſt our Parents out of 


- Paradiſe at firſt; that brought down the 


| 


Son of God afterwards from Heaven, and 
put him at laſt to ſuch a cruel and ſhame- 
ful Death, be now thought to be done 
away by a ſingle Tear or a Groan? Can 
ſo baſe a Piece of Ingratitude, as rebel- 
ling againſt the Lord of Glory, who gives 
us all we have, be ſuppoſed to be pardon- 
ed by a ſlender Submiſſion ? Or can that, 
which deſerves the Torments of Hell, 
be ſufficiently aton'd for by a little Indig- 
nation, and ſuperficial Remorſe ? 

True Repentance, therefore, is ever 
accompanied with a deep and afflicting 
Sorrow; a Sorrow that will break the 
Heart in Pieces, and make us ſo irrecon- 
cileable to Sin, as that we ſhall chuſe ra- 
ther to die than to live in it. For fo the 
bittereſt Accents of Grief are all aſcribed 

to 
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to a true Repentance in Scripture ; fuch 
as a H/cepimg ſorely or bitterly ; a Weeping 
Day and Niglt, a Repeniing in Duſt and 
Aſhes, a putting on Sackcloth, faſting and 
Prayer, &c. Thus holy David; 1 am 
troubled, I am bowed d:wn greatly, 1 90 
Mourning all the Day long, and that by 
Reajon of mine Iniquities, which are gone 
over my Head, and, as an heavy Burden, 
are loo heavy for me lo bear, Pal. xxxviii. 4. 


6. Thus Ephraim could ſay, After that I 


was inſtrucled, I ſintie upon my Thighs J 
was aſhamed, yea, even confounded, becauſe 
I did bear the Reproach of my Touth, Jer. 
XXX1. 19. 

And this is the proper Satisfaction for 
Sin, which God expects and hath pro- 
miſed to accept, as, Pſal. li. 17. The Sa- 
crifices of God are a broken Spirit : A bro- 
ken and contrite Heart, O God, thou wilt 
not deſpiſe. 

2. The next Thing requiſite in a true 
Repentance, is Confejjion of Sins which 
naturally follows the other ; for if a Man 
be ſo deeply affected with Sorrow for his 
Sins, he will be glad to be rid of them, as 
ſoon as he can; and the Way for this, is

21 


humbly to confeſs them to God, who 


hath promiſed to forgive us if we do. 7 


faid I will confeſs my Sms unto the Lord, 


faith the Plalmiſt, and fo thou forgaveſt 
the WK ickedneſs of my Sin, Pizl. xxxii. G. 
So Prov. xxvili. 13. and 1 Fobn i. g. If we 
confeſs our Sins, God is faithful and juſt 10 


forgrue vs our Sins, and do cleanſe us from 
all Unrihterſneſs : So the returning Pro- 


digal went to his Fether with an humble 
Confeſſion of his Baſeneſs, and was re- 
ceived into Favour again, Luke xv. 18, 


19. 
And becauſe the Number of our Boi 
arc like the Hairs of our BP the 


Sand of the Sea, and almoſt as various 
too in their Kinds as their Numbers; Con- 
feſſion muſt needs be a very extenſive 
Duty, and require the ſtricteſt Care and 


Examination of ourſelves. For e can 


tell bow oft he offendeth ? faith David, O 
cleanſe thou me from my feeret Faults! 

The Penitent, therefore, ſhould be 
reminded, that his Confeſſion be as mi- 
mite and particular as it can; fince the 
more particular the Contcjhon is, to be 

ſure, 
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ſure, the more ſincere and ſafe the Re- 
pentance. 

And not only to God, but to Man like- 
wiſe, in ſeveral Inſtances, 1s our Con- 
feſhon due: For ſo we are expreſsly com- 
manded by St. Zames, to confeſs our Faults 
one to anther, Ch. v. 16. And both Jews 
and Chriſtians, we find began their Re- 
pentance with this. Thus when Teruſa- 
lem, and all 7udea, and all the Region 
round about Jordan, were converted by 
the Preaching of ohn the Baptiſt, the 
Text ſays, they went out to him and were 
baptized of him in Jordan, confeſſing their 
Sins, Matt. iii. 5, 6. So the Greeks and 
Jews of Epheſus, that were converted to 
Chriſtianity by the Preaching of St. Paul, 
made their Entrance into it by Confeſſion 
of thetr Sins, and Declaration of their Deeds, 
Acts xix. 18. 

And this is the beſt Teſt that any one 
can give of his Humility, Sincerity, and 
Converſion, when he thus, judges and 
condemns himſelf, and gives Glory to God, 
as tis particularly fo called in the Caſe of 
Achan. By conteſting our Sins in this 
manner, we effectually kill the Root of 


Pride, 


0 —— * 


ſtructed, that all Sins, 
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Pride, and acknowledge the Juſtice of 
God, in puniſhing us: And by ſuch an 
Act of judging ourſelves here, we may 
prevent the more angry Judgment of God 
hereafter ; for F we would judge ourſelves, 
as St. Paul ſays, 1 Cor. xi. 31. we fbould 
not be judged of the Lord. 
The Penitent, therefore, ſhould be in- 
which require 
particular Acts of Reſtitution, ought to 
be confeſſed to the injured Party, and 
Satisfaction made. That in caſe of great 
Inconveniences (where no real Benefit 
can accrue to God or Man by it) or in im- 
poſſible Caſes of doing it, (as by the 
Death or Abſence of the Party, &c.) the 
Confeſſion and Satisfaction is then to be 
made in the moſt prudential Manner, and 
to the moſt proper Perſon. That the 
moſt proper Perſon for Confeſſion of Sins 
in this, and all other Cafes which require 
It, is (generally ſpeaking) the Miniſter, 
trom whom the Penitent is to receive the 
Benefit of Ablolution, and the Sacra- 
ment of the Body and Blood of our Lord. 
That all Sins which are of a flagrant Na- 
ture, and fuch as are a Burden to the 
Conſcience, 
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Conſcience, ſhould in all Reaſon as wel! 
as Religion, be confeſſed to him; ſince 
as he is Pliyftcian of Souls, he cannot tell 
how to adminiſter ſo eftectually to their 
Neceſſities, if the Caſe be not opened to 
him (a). 

For a further Motive therefore to this 
ſo neceſſary a Duty, the Penitent ſhould 
be made ſenſible of the high Privileges 
and Authority of the miniſterial Office. 
That God hath made Miniſters the Pub- 
liſhers and Diſpenſers of his Pardon for 
Sins, by the Commiſſion of the Sacra- 
mental Seals of the Goſpel to them, and 
by the Power of Abſolution conterred 
upon their Order, That to this Purpoie 
they are called Miniſters of Reconciliation, 
and are commanded to reſtore ſuch as are 
ruvertaken in a Fault; and for that End 
they come to offer their Miniſtry to re-

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concile them to God, provided they may 
have a true and thorough Knowledge of 
the State of their Caſe. 

That in all this, though there 1s no 
Compulſion upon the Penitent, yet if be 


hide his Sins, he ſhall not be directed, (as 
the Wile Man ſays) but ere long he muſt 

appear before the great Judge of Men 
and Angcls, and his Spirit will then be 
infinitely more amazed and confounded, 
to be ben among the Angels of Light 
with the Works of Darknels upon him, 
than it would be if he ingenuouſly con- 
telied himicif to God, in the Preſence 
of him, whom God hath ſent to heal 
him. That there can be no good Argu- 
ment againſt doing of this, but what is 
derived from Fleſh and Plood, from Sins 
and Infirmities, to all which Confeſſion 
is a direct Enemy, and therclore ſhould 
be more rcadily embraccd by every ſin- 
cere repenting Sinner, Cc. ( 

3. A third Thing requiſite in a true 
Repentance is, an enferoned Auhorrence 
and for /aking of Sin, and turning to the

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Lord our God, with all our Hearts. 

For ſo we find them expreſsly joyned 
together by St. Paul, when he charges 
thoſe whom by Viſion he was ſent to con- 
vert, to change their Mind, 
and turn t9 God, and doors «7 i e 
meet for Repentance, Acts xx vi.“ 
20. And a little before he ſays, he was 
ſent to open their Eyes and turn them !rom 
Darkneſs to Light, and from the Power of 
Satan unto God, that they may receive For- 
grveneſs of Sins, Ver. 18. And we ſhall 
always find, when we are commanded to 
ceaſe from Evil, it 1s in order to do Good. 

The Penitent, therefore, muſt be re- 
minded, not only to confeſs and be ſorry 
for his Sins, but likewiſe tO forſaks them. 
For tis He only who confefſeth an ' forſaketh 
his Sins that ſball have Mercy Prov. xxvin. 
13. And this forſaking muſt not be on- 
ly for thepreſent, during his Sickneſs, or 
for a Week, a Month, ora Year, but for 
his whole Life, be it never fo long pro- 
tracted. 

The laſt Thing requiſite in a true Re- 

entance, Is a patent Comtmnuance iu 
well doing to the End of eur Lives. For 


a8 
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as the Holy Jeſus aſſures us, that he that 
holds ot to the End ſhall be ſaved: So 
does the Spirit of God profeſs, that F any 
Man draw back, his Sul ſhall have no 
Pleaſure in him, Heb. xi. 38. Hence we 
are ſaid to be Partakers of Chriſ, if we 
hold the Beginning of cur Confidence ſtedfaſjt 
to the End, Heb. iii, 14. but not elle: 


Lor ' tis to him only that overcometh, and keep- 


eth his Forks to the End, that our Saviour 
had promiſed a Reward, Rev. ii. 26. 
Hence our Religion is ſaid to be a conti- 
nual Warfare, and we muſt be conſtant- 
ly preſſing forward towards the Mark of 
our high Calling, with the Apoſtle, leſt we 


Jail of the Prize. 


And this it is which makes a Death- 
bed Repentance {o juſtly reckoned by all 
Divines, to be very full of Hazard; ſuch 
as none, who defer it till then, can de- 
pend upon with any real Security. For 
let a Man be never lo ſeemingly penitent 
in the Day of his Viſitation, yet none but 
God can tell whether it be ſincere or not; 
ſince nothing is more common, than for 
thoſe who expreſſed the greateſt Signs of 
a laſting Repentance upon a ſick Bed, to 

B 2 {orget 
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forget all their Vows and Promiſes of A- 
mendment, as ſoon as God had removed 
the Judgment, and reſtored them to their 
former Health. [ happened to them ac- 
cording t9 the irue Proverb, as St, Peter 
ſays, The Dog is turned to his own Vomit g- 
gain, and the <-w that was waſhed 10 ber 
wallowing in the Aire, 2 Pet. ii. 22. 

The ch Penitent, therefore, ſhould 
be often reminded of this; That no- 
thing will be look'd upon as true Repent- 


ance, but what proceeds from ſuch a 


right Principle, as will terminate in a 
holy Life. That therefore he ought to 
take great heed, that his Repentance be 
not only the Effect of his pretent Danger, 
but that it be laſting and ſinccre, bringing 


forth Works meet for Repentance, ſhould it 


pleale God, mercrfully to prove him by a 
longer Life. 

But here 'tis much to be tcared, that 
after all his Endeavours to bring, Mien to 
a Sight of themſelves, and to repent 
them truly of their Sins, the Spiritual 
Man will meet with but very little En— 
couragement ; for if we look round the 
World, we ſhall find the n 

Men 
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Men to be of a rude Indifferency, and a 


! ſear'd Conſcience, and mightily ignorant 


of their Condition, with reſpect to ano- 
ther World, being abuſed by evil Cuſtoms 
and Principles, apt to excuſe themſelves 


and to be content with a certain general 


and indefinite Confeſſion; ſo that if you 
provoke them never 10 much to acknow- 
ledge their Faults, you ſhall hardly ever 


extort any thing further from them than 


this, viz. That they are Sinners, aseveryMan 
bath lis lufirmity, and they as well as any; but 
God be thanked, they have done no Injury 10 
any Man, but are in Charity with all the 
Word; And perhaps they'll tell you, they 
are no D wearers, nor Adulterers, norRebels,&c. 
but that, God forgrue them, they muſt needs 
ackn-wledge themſelves lo be Sinners in the 
main, &c. And if you can open their 
Breaſt ſo far, it will be look'd upon as ſut- 
ficient: To go any farther, will be to do 
the Office of an Accuſer, not of a Friend. 
But which 1s yet worle, there are a great 
many Perſons who have been ſo uſed to 
an habitual Courſe of Sin, that the Crime 
is made natural and neceſlary to them, 
and they have no Remorſe of Conſcience 
B 3 for 
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for it, but think themſelves in a ſtate of 
Security very often, when they ſtand up- 
on the brink of Damnation. This happens 
in the Caſes of Drunkenneſs and Luxury, 
and Idleneſs, and miſ-ſpending of the 
Sabbath, and in Lying and vain Jeſtings, 
and Slandering of others ; and particular- 
ly in ſuch Evils as the Laws do not puniſh, 
nor publick Cuſtoms ſhame, but which 
are countenanced by potent Sinners, or 
wicked Faſhions, or good Nature and 
miſtaken Civilities. 

In theſe and the like Caſes the ſpiritual 
Man muſtendeavour to awaken their 
Conſciences, by ſuch Means as fol - 
low. 

Arguments and general Heads of Diſcourſe Ly 
= of Conſideration, to awaken a ſtupid 
Conſcience, and the Carel:ſs Sinner. 

1. And here let the Miniſter endeavour 
to affect his Conſcience, by reprelenting 
to him, 

That Chriſtianity is a holy and ſtrict 
Religion: That the Promiſes of Heaven 
are ſogreat, that tis notrealonabie to think, 
a ſmall Matter and a little Duty will pro- 


na „e 


cure it for us: That {ome Perſons, who. 
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have lived ſtrictly for many Years toge- 
ther, have yet miſcarried at Ja!l, by fore 
darling and unobſerved Crime; 2s a ſecret 
Hypocriſy, or a latent Pride, or Ambition, 
or Envy, or Malice, or the hke : That 
much leſs therefore can They hope to 
recive ſo great Portions of Felicity, whoſe 
whole Life hath becn a continual Declen- 
ſion from the Strictneſs and Severity of 


the Laws of God: That religious Perions 


are always the moſt ſcrupulous ; and that 
to feel nothing is not a ſign of Lite, but 
of Death: That we live in an Age in 
which that which is called and eſteemed 
a holy Life in the Days of the Apoſtles 
and primitive Chriſtianity Would have 

been eſteemed indifferent, ſometimes 
ſcandalous, and always cold : That when 
we have done our beft all our Righteouſneſs 7s 
but as filthy Rags; and we can never do 
too much to make our Calling ard Felon 


ſure: That every good Man ought to be 


ſuſpicious of himſelf, fearing the worſt, 
that h2 may provide for the beſt ; Tht 

even S. Paul, and {cveral other remark - 
able S unts, had at ſometimes great Ar - 
prehenſions of failing of the m;ybiy Prize 
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of their high Calling: That we are com- tec 
manded to work out our Salvation with eur He 
and Trembling; in as much as we ſhall be 
called. to an Account, not only for our fin- ſid 
ful Words and Deeds, but even for our 1 the 
very Thoughts: That if we keep all tbe Re 
Commandments of God, and yet offend in an- 
one Point (i. e. wilfully) we areguilty of all, the 
Jam. ii. 10. That no Man can tell how of 
oft he offendeth, the beſt of Lives being 
full of innumerable Spots and Blemiſnes hir 
in the ſight of God, however they may his 
appear before Men : That no Man ought ane 
to judge of the State of his Soul by tile wi 
Character he has in the World; for agreat hir 
many Perſons go to Hell, who have lived ag 
in a fair Reputation here; and a great diff 
many on the other Hand go to Heaven, Gr 
who have been loaded with Infamy and the 
Reproach That the Work of Religion is ho; 
a Work of great Difficulty, Trial and bri 
Temptation: That many are called, but fc im 
| are choſen : That flraight is the Gate, and Bo 
i narrow 1s the way that leadeth to Life, and act 
W | few there be that find it : Andlaſtly, That pe 
1 F theRighteous themſelves ſhall ſcarcelybe ſav- | 
|| ed, there will be no place for the Unrigh- his 
[18 teous 
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teous and Sinner to appear in, but of 
Horror and Amazement. 

By theſe and ſuch like Motives to Con- 
ſideration, the ſpiritual Man is to awaken 
the careleſs Sinner, and to bring him to 
Repentance and Confeſſion of his Sins; 
and if either of himſelf, or by this Means, 
the tick Man is brought to a right ſenſe 


of his Condition ; then, 


2. Let the Miniſter proceed to aſſiſt 
him in the underſtanding the Number cf 
his Sins, 1. e. the ſeveral kinds of them, 
and the various Ways of prevaricating 
with the Divine Commandments. Let 
him make lum jenſible how ev S Sin,! 18 
aggravated, more or leſs, according to ths 
different Circumſtances of it, as 'by che 
Greatnels or Smallncis of the T optation, 
the Scandal it gives to others, he Dis 
honour it does to Religion, the injury it 
brings along with it to thofe whom it mere 
mmediatly concerns; the Degrecs of 
Boldneſs and Impudence, the Choice in 
acting it, the Continuance in it, the Ex- 
pence, Deſire, and Habit of it, &c. 

3. Let the ſick NMan in the Scrutiny of 


his Conſcience and Conſeſſion of his Sins, 
be 


7 
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be carefully reminded toconſider thoſeSins 
which are no where Condemned but in 
the Court of Conſcience. For there are cer- 
tain ſecret Places of Darkneſs, artificial 
Blinds of the Devil, with which he uſes 
to hide our Sins from us, and to incorpo- 
rate them into our Affections by the ge- 
neral Practice of others, and the miſtaken 
Notions of the World. As, 1. Many Sins 
before Men are accounted honourable ; 
ſuch as, Fighting a Duel, returning Evil 


for Evil, Blow for Blow, &-c. Robbing with 


a Navy, or unjuſtly invading a Neighbour 
Country by Force of Arms, Sc. 2. Others 
ſeem to have the Countenance of the Law, 
as unlimited Uſury; which, becauſe Uſury 
it ſelf is permitted in all Countries, Men 
are apt to run into it upon every Occaſi- 
on; not conſidering that Uſury, when it 
is not reſtrained within its due Bounds 
and proper Circumſtances, is a certain Sin. 

3, Some Things are not forbidden by the 
Law of Men, as Lying in Ordinary Diſ- 
courſe, Jeering, Scoffing, intemperate 
Eating, Ingratitude, Selling too dear, cir- 
cumventing another in Contracts, outwit- 
ting and over-reaching inBargains, extort- 


ing 
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ing and taking advantage of the Neceſſi- 
ties or Ignorance of other People, impor- 
tunate Intreaties and Temptations of 
Perſons to many inſtances of Sin, as In- 
temperance, Pride and Ambition, Sc. All 
which therefore do ſtrangely blind the 
Underſtanding and captivate the Affecti- 
ons of ſinful Men, and lead them into a 
thouſand Snares of the Devil they are not 
aware of, 4. Some others do not reckon 
they ſin againſt God, if the Laws have 
ſeized upon the Perſon : And many who 
are impriſon'd for Debt, think themiſelves 
diſobliged from Payment; and when they 
pay the Penalty, think they owe nothing. 
tor the Scandal and Diſobedience. 
Some Sins are thought not conſiderable, 


but go under the Titles ol Sins of Infirmity, 


or inſeparable acciden:s of Mortality; 
ſuch as idle Thoughts, fooliſh Talking, 
looſe Reveliings, Impatience, Anger 
and all the Events of evi] Company. 6. 
Many Things are thought to be no Sins; 
ſuch as mil-{pending of their Time, whole 
Days or Months of ulcleſs or impertinent. 
Employments, long Gaming, winning 
Mens Money in great Portions, cenſuring 

Men's 
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Men's Actions, Curioſity, equivocating in 
the Prices of Buying and Selling, rudeneſs 
in Speech or Behaviour, ſpeaking uncha- 
ritablo Truths, doing good to evil Purpoſe, 
and the like. 

Theſe are ſome of thoſe artificial Veils, 


and coverings under the dark ſhadow of 


which, the Enemy of Mankind makes 
very many to lie hid from themſelves, 
blinding them with falſe Notions of Ho- 
nour, and the miſtaken Opinions and 
Practices of the World, with publick Per- 
miiton and Impunity, or (it may be) a 
temporal Penalty; or elſe with Prejudice, 
or Ignorance and Infirmity, and direct 
Error in Judgment. 

Now in ail theſe Caſes, the Miniſters 

eto be inquiſitive and ſtrictly careful, 

thet ſuch kind of Fallacies prevail not 
over the Sick ; but that thoſe Things, 
V hich paſſed without Obſervation before, 
may now be brought forth, and pais under 
the ſeverity of a ſtrict and impartial Cen- 
jure, ReligiousSorrow and Condemnation. 

4. Tothis may be added, for the Like- 
nals of the Thing, that there be made a 
general diſplay of the Neglect and Omi:- 
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ſion of our Duty: for in them lies the big- 


ger half of our Failings : And yer in many 


Inſtances they are undiſcerned; becauſe 
our Conſciences have not been made ten- 
der and perceptible of them. But who- 
ever will caſt up his Accounts, even with 
a ſuperficial Eye, will quickly find that 
he hath left undone, for the generality, as 
many Things which he ought to have 
done, as he hath committed thoſe he ought 
not to have done : Such as the neglect of 
Publick or Private Prayer, of reading the 
Scriptures and inſtructing his Family, or 
thoſe that are under him, in the Principles 
of Religion : The not beating down and 
diſcountenancing Sin to his Power, eſpeci- 
ally in the Perſonages of Great Men: The 
not redeeming the Time, and growing mGrace, 
and doing all the good he can in his Ge- 
neration : The frequent Omiſſions of the 
great Duty of Charity, in viſiting the Sick, 
relieving the Needy, and comforting the 
Afflicted: The want of Obedience, Duty 
and Reſpect to Superiors, Parents and Go- 
vernors, Eccleſiaſtical and Civil: The 
doing the Work of God negligently, or 
not diſcharging hiunmſelf with that Fidelity, 


C Care, 
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Care, and Exactneſs, which is incumbent 
upon him, in the Station wherein the Pro- 
vidence of God hath placed him, Sc. 

5. With reſpect to thoſe Sins which are 
committed againſt Man, and ſo are parti- 
cularly to be confeſſed to Man, the Miniſ- 
ter ſhall warn the Penitent, not to deceive 
himſelf by a partial Confeſſion ;, becauſe in 
ſuch a Caſe he cannot be cleared in the Ac- 
count of the Almighty by a partial Satis- 
Faclion. Not that he is to enquire into 
every particular Circumſtance of Time, 
Manner, Place, Quality, or Names of the 
Perſons, thoſe Sins were tranſacted with or 
committed againſt, (for this would be an 
indecent and unwarrantable Piece of Cu- 
rioſity) but only to repreſent to him that 
he can have no Aſſurance of his Pardon, 
unlels he is willing to make all ſuitable 
Amends and Satisfaction to his offended 
and injured Brethren ; as for Inſtance, if he 
hath lived in Enmity with any, that he 
ſhould labour to be reconciled to them ; 
if he is in Debt, that he ſhould do his ut- 
moſt to diſcharge it ; or if he hath injured 
any one in his Subſtance, or Credit, that 
he ſhould endeavour to make Reſtitution 

in 
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in Kind for the one, and all poſſible Satis- 
faction for the other, by humbling himſelf 
to the offended Perſon, and beſeeching 
him to forgive him. 

6. If the ſick Perſon be of evil Report, 
the Minitter ſhould take care, ſome Way 
or other, to make him ſenſible of it, ſo as 
to ſhew an effectual Sorrow and Repen- 
tance, This will be beſt done by prudent 
Hints, and artful Inſinuations, of recalling 
thoſe Things to his Mind, whereof he is 
accuſed by the Voice of Fame, or to which 
the Temptations, perhaps, of his Calling, 
more immediately ſubze&t him. Or if 
he will not underſtand, when he is ſecret- 
ly prompted, he muſt be aſked in plain 
Terms concerning theſe Matters. He 
mult be told of the evil Things which are 
ſpoken of him in Publick, andof the uſual 
Temptations ot his Calling. 

And it concerns the Miniſter to follow 
this Advice, without Partiality or Fear, or 
Intereſt or Reſpect of Perſons, in much 
Simplicity and Prudence, having no other 
Conlideration before him, but the Conſci- 
entious Diſcharge of his Duty, and the 
Salvation of the Perſon under his Care. 
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7. The Miniſter, in further Diſcharge 
of his Duty to the Sick, muſt be careful to 
obſerve that he impoſe not upon himſelt, 
by ſome one or other good Quality, re- 
markable in him. For there are ſeveral 
Diſpoſitions which are good by Accident, 
and not by Principle. Some are charita- 
ble to the Poor out of natural Tender- 
heartednels ; and the ſame good Nature 
makes them ealy and compliant with 
Perſons given to Drink, and to ev cry 
Temptation which 1s thrown in their Wa 
Others are very juſt and punctual Ob. 
ſervers of their Word with Men, but make 
no ſcruple of breaking their Promiſes 
with God. And ſeveral other ſeeming 
Virtues there are, which pals as real in the 
Opinion of the World, but yet upon Exa- 
mination are found to be none. And yet 
the Devil hath ſo blinded the Eyes of 
Men, that few, even of thoſe Perſons who 
ſtand in moſt need of diſcerning it, are 
ſenſihle of the Fallacy. Wherefore it con- 
cerns the Miniſter in -all theſe Caſes, to 
pull off the Vizor, and rightly to diſtin- 


gun betwixt a real and a ſeeming Virtue. 


3. The fick Perſon is likewiſe to be 
examined 
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examined concerning his Faith, whether 
he firmly believes, and has a true Notion 
of all the Articles of the ChriſtianReligion, 
as they are excellently ſumm'd up in the 
Apoſtles Creed : For in order to Salvati- 
on, it is indiſpenſibly required of us, that 
we ſhould Believe as well as Do aright. 
And therefore the Miniſter ought to be as 
particular in this Caſe, as the former; e(- 
pecially with regard to the Great and 
Fundamental Articles of our Faith. 

9. With reſpect to his temporal cor 
cerns, the Sick is to be adviſed to ſet every 
thing in order, and (if he hath not al- 
ready) to make his Will as ſoon as he can. 
For if he recovers, this cannot be detri- 
mental; but if he is todie, it will be of great 
Comfort and Satisfaction to him. And 
here it muſt be remembred, that he diſtri- 
butes every Thing according to the exact 
Rules of Juſtice, and with ſuch a due Care, 
as to prevent all Law-fuits and Contenti- 
ons for the future; and, if he be able, he 
is to be admoniſhed to do ſomething like- 
wiſe out of Charity, and for the ſake of his 

r Brethren. 
10. In all the Courſe of his Viſitation, 
C 3 the 
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the Miniſter ſhould frequently be exhort- Pro 
ing the ſick Man to Patience and a bleſſed _ the! 
Reſignation to the Will of God; and not 1 
to look upon his Sickneſs as barely the hea 
Effect of ſecond Cauſes, but as inflicted tho 
on him by Divine Providence for ſeveral 7 am 
wife and good Ends: As for the Trial of do 
his Faith; the Exerciſe of his Patience; ef.

Viſitation Office; otherwite let no Fond- 


neſs, or Importunity, or partial Affection 
oblige him to gratiſy the ſick Man here- 


in For altho' there is a ſpecial Commuith- 
on given by God to the Clergy for ablolv- 
ing Sinners, yet it is only upon Suppoſi- 
tion, that they have qualified themſelves 
for it, in all Things according to the Laws 
of Him from whom they received their 
Commiſſion. | 

And therefore (ſaid the learned Para- 


phraſt of the Book of Common-Prayer) 


The Prieft muſt, by the Confeſſion, Devotion, 
and Penitence of the Party, be well ſatisfied, 
that he needs, deſires, and 1s prepared for this 
ſolemn Abſolution, before he uſe it; and then 
it (hall not only declare, but convey the Far- 
don to him. 
Note, That the Holy Sacrament is not 
C 4 to 
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to be Adminiſtred to dying Perſons, when 
they have no ule of their Reaſon, to join 
with the Miniſter in his Celebration of it. 
For the Sacraments operate not of them- 
ſelves, but as they are made efficacious 
by the joint Conſent and Will, and Reli- 
gious Acts and Devotion of the Party that 
receives them. And therefore all Fools, 
and diſtracted Perſons, and Children, and 


Lethargical and Apoplectical People, or 


all that are any ways ſenſeleſs and unca- 
pable of human and reaſonable Acts, are 
to be athiſted only by Prayers: For they 
may prevail even for the abſent and for 
Enemies, and tor all thoſe who join not in 
the Office. 

Note alſo, That in caſes of Neceſſity, 
where t;- Sacrament cannot be ſo conve- 
menrly adminiſtred; the Sick may be ad- 
moniſh'd to receive it ſpiritually, 2. e. by 


repreſenting the Symbols of the Body and 


Blood of our Lord to hisMind, and apply- 
ing them tohimſelf by Faith, with the tame 
Preparations of Faith and Repeniance, 
as if they were really preſent. For no 
doubt but God in ſuch a Caſe, who con- 
ſiders all Things with exact Juſtice, and 

chiefly

and Intentions, will excuſe the Abſence 


of the outward and viſible Sign, when

| 1 ſometimes happens that good Men, 

eſpecially ſuch as have tender Conſci- 
ences, impatient of the leaſt Sin, to which 
they are arriv'd by a long habit of Grace, 
and a continual Obſervation of their Ways, 
cover-act their part, and turn their Ten- 
derneſs into Scruples, and are too much 
dejected and doubtful concerning their 
| un Salvation. In ſuch a Caſe the Mi- 
niſter is to repreſent to them, that the 
Man who is jealous of himſel?, is always 
in the ſafeſt Condition : That if he fears 
|. on his Death-bed, it is but what happens 
to moſt comidering Men, and that there- 
8 fore

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fore to fear nothing then, is either a ſin- 
gularFelicity or a dangerous Preſumption. 
But to reſtrain the Extravagance of 
Fear, let him be re-minded of the Terms 
of the Goſpel - That 'tis a Covenant of 
Grace and Mercy to all: That Chrift Feſus 
came into the Wortd to ſave Sinners e 
he continues or Advocale in Heaven, and 
daily intercedes with his Father for us: That 


the whole heavenly Hoſt rejoices at the 


Converſionof a Sinner: That the Angels are 
deputed by God, to be our Guardians a- 
gainſt violent Surprizes and Temptations. 

That there are different Degrees of Glory 
in Heaven, ſo that if we arrive not at the 
greateſt, we may yet hope by Divine Mer- 
cy,that we ſhould not be excluded the leſs. 
That God hath promiſed to hear the Pray- 
ers f the Righteous for his Servants. That 
he hath Ordained a particular Order of 
Men in his Church, for ever to diſpenſe 
a Pardon to repenting Sinners. That God 
labours with us by his Spirit, and as it 
were beſeeches us in Chriſi's flead to be recon- 
ciled to him, 2 Cor. v 20. That of all 
his Attributes, he glories in none ſo much 
as in the Titles of Mercy and Forgive- 


nels. 


That 
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neſs. That therefore we do injuſtice to 
the Father of Mercics, if we retain ſuch 
hard Thoughts and Suſpicions of him. 
That God calls upon us to forgive our 
Brother ſeventy Times ſeven ;, and yet all 
that is but hke the forgiving an hundred 
Pence for his fake who forgives us ten 
thouſand Talents. And theretore if we are 
ordered to ſhew ſuch an unreſtrained 
Temper of Forgiveneſa, it is only to ani- 
mate us to truſt in God's much more 
abounded Mercy. | 

By theſe and the like -Arguments the. 
ſpiritual Man may raiſe the drooping 
Spirits of good Men, in their cauſeleſs De- 
jections. But becauſe there are many 
other Caſes of the like Nature which the 
Phyſician of Souls will meer with in viſit- 
ing his Neighbours, eſpecially ſuch as 
are of melancholy Diſpoſitions, it may 
not be improper to mark the Principal of 
them here, and to preſeribe the Remedies. 


Conſiderations to be offered to Perſons under 
Religious Melancholy, 


1. Some truly religious Perſons are un- 
ace 
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der ſad Apprehenſions, of not being in the 
Favour of God, becauſe they find their 
Devotions to be very often cold, their 
Prayers diſtracted, and their Delight in 
ſpiritual Matters, not to be ſo great and 
permanent, as their Pleaſure and Satis- 
faction is in the Things of the World. 
Now to ſuch as have made Religion 
the great Buſineſs of their Lives, who have 
enJeavoured to cure thoſe Diſtracted 
"houghts, they complain of, and to in- 
flame their Souls with Divine Love and 
Affection to their Power, it may be offer- 
ed. That the different Degrees of Af- 
fection with which Men ſerve God, do 
verv ofren depend upon the Difference of 
their Tempers and Conſtitutions ; ſince 
ſome are naturally fo dull and heavy, as to 
bu very difficultly affected with any Thing; 
-whilfe others are of ſuch a tender Make, 
as to be affected almoſt with every Thing, 
ſo as to be ſoon exalted with Joy or de- 
preſſed with Sorrow. That Sickneſs, 
Eofſes, and all Afflictions, and even Reli- 
ion itſelf, in it's long and continual Ex- 
erciſe of Self-denial and Thougi:ttulnels, 


do naturally breed ſuch a tenderneſs of 
Spirit, 
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Spirit. That the beſt of Men have never 
been able at all Times to keep their Aﬀec- 
tions at an equal Height. That the Zeal 


and Warmth with which ſome are affected, 


is not always an Argument of their Good- 
neſs. That a ſenſible Pleaſure in religious 
Exerciſes, (however delightful to our 
ſelves)is at no hand neceſſary to render our 
Worſhip acceptable to God; becaule as 


his Service is areaſonable Service, they who 


Worſhip him not as they are affected by 


their Paſſions, but as they are led by their 
Reaſon, muſt be ſuppos'd to act upon a 
Principle agreeable to his Nature. That as 


to Diſtraction of Thoughts in the Service 
of God, it is owing likewiſe for the moſt 


part to bodily Weakneſs; and therefore if 


wie don't give way to it, but do all we can 


— an

to ſuppreſs thoſe wandering Thoughts, we 
may be aſſured we ſhall never be blamed 
for being Subject to that which by reaſon 
of the weaknels of our Nature we cannot 
help. That the firſt Motions of our Mind, 
as it is impoſſible to hinder them, ſo they 
are reckon'd by all Divines not to be ſinful, 

provided we don't encourage them. 
2. Some are extremely dejected, be- 
cauſe 
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uſe upou ſtrict Examination of them- 
(elves, they find, as they think, all their 
Religion to be owing to their Fears; and 
ear being a ſlaviſh and a ſordid palſion, 
tney are apt to conclude, that all thoſe 
Services which are not the Reſult of a 
more noble Principle, will be reſected by 
God, ſince, as he is all Love, andGoodnels, 
and perfection, he will not be pleas'd, 
they think, with any Sacrifice, but what 
is offer'd by Love. 

And to this ſad Purpoſe fome have in- 
terpreted, Rev. xx1. 8. to belong to them, 
where the fearful are joined together with 
the moſt abominable, who thail have 
their part in the Lake which burneth with 
Fire and Brimſtone. 

Tocure the deprav'd and unhappyNo- 
tions of ſuch as theſe, it may be argued ; 
That tis plain from Scripture, that the 
firſt Beginnings of, or Movements to- 
wards, an Holy Life, are uſually owing to 
the Paſſion of Fear. That to this both 
our Saviour and his Apoſtles do all along 
addreſs themſelves in their earneſt In- 
| treaties of Mankind, to turn from the 

Ways of Sin to God, Fear him, ſaith our 
Saviour 
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Saviour who is able to deſtroy both Soul aut 
Body in Hell, St. Matth. x. 28. Sov vl. 
14. And St. Mark xvi. 16. And 
to this purpoſe, ſaith the Apoſtle, Mor 
out your Salvation with Fear and Trembling, 
Phil. ii. 12. And 2 Cor. v. 10. Know- 
ing the Terrors M the Lord, faith he, we per- 
ſuade Men. And in moſt of the Scripture 
Proofs we ſhall find the chief Argument 
of Religion to be urged from a Fear of 
Puniſhment for the neglect thereof : So 
that to be dejected, and render our Lives 
comfortleis upon this Account, were the 
moſt unreatonable Extravagance; ſince 
this were to ſuppoſe, that God hath im- 
planted thePaſhon of Fear in us in vain; or, 
what is worſe, only to vex and torment us; 
and that our Saviour and his Apoſtles, per- 
ſuading us to be religious from the Terrors 
of the Lord, had deceived and miſled us. 

And as for that Text, Rev. xxi. 8. The 
fearful, and unbelieving, and the abominable, 
and Murderers, and W horemongers, and 
Sorcerers, aud Idolaters, and all Liars, ſhall 
have their Part in the Lake which burneth 
with Fire and Brimſtone, &c. It is plain, 
that by the fearful in this place is meant 

either 
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either ſuch as refuſe to embrace the Chriſ- 
tian Religion, or having embrac'd it, are 
afraid to continue ſtedfaſt to the End, on 
account of the Croſs ; and therefore can- 
not be ſuppos'd to have any Reference 
to thoſe who are working out their Sulvati- 
on with Fear and Trembling, according to 
the Direction of the Goſpel. Not but 
that we are to intermix with this Fear an 
entire Love and Affection to God, to the 
utmoſt of our Powers, from innumerable 
Arguments and Motives thereto, which 
are obvious to all. 

3. Some very pious but unhappy Per- 
ſons, are grievoully tormented with wick- 
ed and blaſphemous Thoughts, fo as to 
fall under the greateſt Agonies of Mind; 
and often to be fo near Diſtraction, as to 
chuſe Death rather than Life. 

For the Relief and Comfort of thoſe, 
the Miniſter ſhould ſuggeſt to them, That 
ſuch horrid and frightful Thoughts are 
either occaſioned thro' Melancholy pre- 
vailing over their Spirits, and diſordering 
the Frame of their Minds; or elſe from 
the Malice of the Devil, and the Spirits 
of Darkneſs, who do all they can to ſhake 
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our Faith, and to embitter the Chriſtian 


If to the former we aſcribe ſuch horrid 


4 Thoughts, they may be comforted upon 
| Aſſurance, that they will not be imputed 


to them as their Sin, any more than a 


Fever or any bodily Diſtemper will, which 
they did not willingly procure, and which 
they have tried all Means to get rid of. 


If to the latter, they may be encouraged 


rather to rejoice, in that nothing is a great- 


er Sign of their being high in the Favour 


of God, than when they are under the 
! moſt violent Temptations of the Devil. 


My Brethren, count it 27525 ſaith St. James 


when ye fall into divers Temptations, ch. 1. 2. 
To that Effect they may be taught to 
conſider That we wreſtle not (only) againſt 


Fleſh and Blond, but againſt Princi palities, 
againſt Powers, againſt the Rulers of the 
Darkneſs of this World, againſt Spiritual 
| WYWckedneſs, or wicked Spirits, in high 


Places, Ephel. ix. 12. That therefore 
the way to Heaven is juſtly faid to be by 


the Gates of Hell. That the /me Aﬀic- 


tions are accompliſh'd in ibeir Brethren which 
are in the * orld, who in various Kinds are 
tempted 
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tempted of the Tempter, 1 Pet. v. 8. 
That He d-fired to have St. Peter to ſift 
him as Wheat, St. Luke xvii. 31. That 
our Saviour himlelf was cempted by 
him, and the beſt of Men have always 
been moſt obnoxious to his Malice; and 
that to live in carnal Security, without 
any Moleſtations from him, is the moſt 
dangerous State. That the being ſo 
much concern'd and afflicted at ſuch evil 
Thoughts, is a certain Argument of a 
good Diſpoſition, fince the wicked and 
profane are rather plealed than tormented 
with them. 

Such kind of Arguments are the moſt 
proper to be offer'd to ſuch unhappy 
Perſons. But in caſe their Faith and 
Hope be totally aſſaulted and overcome 
by the Devil, and they fall into direct 
Deſpair, it will be neceſſary then to en- 
deavour the Cure of ſo gieat an Evil and 
Temptation, by the Addition of the fol- 
lowing Exerciſe. 

An Exerciſe againſt Deſpair. 
Deſpair afjents as firmly and flrongly as 
Faith itſelf. But beciute it is a violent 
Sin, and a great Temptation of the De-

vil; it is certain, that thoſe who are fal- 
len under it, notwithſtanding their de- 
plorable Aſſurance, have more Reaſon to 
condemn their Deſpair, than to condemn 
themſelves, becaule it is ſo great a Diſ- 
honour to God, and will inevitably bring 
that Ruin along with it which they ap- 


prehend, unleſs they take Care to pre- 
vent it in time. For as the hypochon- 
driacal Perſon, who fancied himſelf dead, 
made his Dream true when he ſtarved 
! himſelf, becauſe dead People eat not, fo 


deſpairing Sinners loſe God's Mercies, by 


refuſing to uſe and believe them. 


To Perſons therefore, under ſo ſad, as 
well as dangerous a Condition, let the 
moſt ſeaſonable advice, and all the moſt 
comfortable Diſpenſations of the Goſpel 


be adminiſtred. To the former Conſi- 
derations let the following be added; 


That God is not willing that any ſhould 


# periſh, but deſirous that all ſhould come 


to his Glory. That for this End we were 
created. That he is fo far from being 
extreme to mark what is done amiſs, that he 
will not refuſe the returning Prodigal, 
nor reject the worſt of Criminals, Es 

ther

their Sims be as red as Scarlet, upon their Sin- 
cere Repentance. That the Thief upon 
the Croſs is a demonſtrable Proof of this, 
and a ſtanding Example to prevent the 
greateſt Sinner from Deſpair. That if 
God is ſo merciful and condeſcending to 
the vileſt Tranſgreſſors, much rather 
may we hope to be pardoned for our 
Weakneſs and Infirmities. For he know- 
eth whereof we are made, he remembreth 
that we are but Duſt. Nay, he hath aſſured 
us, that he will not break the bruiſed Reed, 
nor quench the ſmoaking Flax. That all 
Sins ſhould be forgiven the Sons of Men, 
except one, which 1s the Sin againſt the 
Holy Ghoſt, he Sin unto Death, as St. 
John calls it, for which we are not bound 
to pray; for all others we are. And 'tis 
certain, that no Man commits a Sin a- 
gainſt the Holy Ghoſt, if he be afraid 
he hath, or deſires that he had not; for 
ſuch penitential Paſſions are againſt the 
very Nature and Definition of that Sin. 

That although forgiveneſs of Sins is 
conſigned to us in Baptiſm, and Baptiſm 
is but once, yet forgiveneſs of Sins be- 

ing the ſpecial Grace of the Goſpel, it is 
| ſecured 
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ſecured to us for our Life, and ebbs and 
flows according as we diſcompoſe or renew 
the Performance of our baptiſmal Vow ; 
therefore 'tis certain, that no Man ought 
to deſpair of Pardon, but he who hath 
voluntarily renounced his Baptiſm, or 
willingly eſtranged himſelf from that Co- 
That if it were not fo, then 
all Preaching and Prayers were in vain, 
and all the Conditions of the Goſpel in- 


valid, and there could be no ſuch thing 


as Repentance, nor indeed ſcarce a poſ- 
ſibility of any one's being ſaved, if all 
were to be concluded in a State of Dam- 
nation who had committed Sin after Bap- 
tiſm. 

To have any Fears therefore upon this 
Account, were the moſt extravagant 
Madneſs. For Chriſt died for Sinners, and

elſe out of ſome temporal End or other, 
Se. That the Devil hath a thouſand Ways 


of leading us into Temptation by the - 


moſt ſly and imperceptible Means ; and 
that no Man can tell how oft he offendeth ;; 
inſomuch as if we have lived never fo 
ſtrict a Life, we have Reaſon to fear, 
that our Accounts may {well beyond the 
Hopes of Pardon, by the Number of 


our petty Sins and Infirmities, which all 

are too apt to indulge themſelves in: For 
to

an Army of Flies and Vermin may de- 
ſtroy all the Hopes of the Harveſt, as 
well as an Army of Soldiers; and a Man 
may be drowned as ſoon by a Bag of Sand 

about his Neck as a Milſtone. 
That the ſelf- accuſing Publican was 
juſtified, rather than the ſelf-confident 
Phariſee.

Phariſee. That if Adam in Paradiſe, Da- 
vid in his Houſe, S951 in the Temple, 
Peter in the Family of Chriſt, Judas a- 
mong the twelve Apoſtles, and N:cho'as 
among the Deacons, and if the Angels in 
Heaven itſelf, did fall fo groſsly and foul- 
ly, then we have all the Reaſon in the 
World not to be high minded, but to fear ; 
and when we are moſt confident of our- | 
ſelves, to take heed left wwe fall; there be- 
ing nothing ſo likely to occaſion it, as 
Pride and great Opinions of ourſelves, 
which ruined the Angels which God re- 
ſiſts, which all Men deſpiſe, and which

Theſe are the main Parts of Eccleſi- 
aſtical Duties and Offices in the Viſitation 
of the Sick, which being ſeverally per- 
formed, as Occaſion requires, it remains 
only, that the Miniſter pray over the 
Sick, and remind him to do good Acti- 
ons, as he is capable of; to call upon 
God for Pardon; to put his whole Truſt | 
in him; to be patient- and reſigned ; and 
even, to renounce every ill Thought or 
V cid, or undecent Action, which the 
Violence 
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Violence of his Sickneſs may have cauſed 
in him; to beg of God to give him his 
holy Spirit, to guide him in his Agony, 
and to ſend his holy Angels to guard him 
in his Paſſage. 

Whatſoever is beſides this, concerns 


the Standers-by, that they do all in their 
: reſpective Offices diligently and tempe- 
| ratcly : That they join in Prayer with the 
| Miniſter with much Charity and Devo- 
tion: That they make no Outcries or Ex- 


clamation on the Departure of the Soul; 


nor any poſitive Judgment concerning 


the dying Man; by his dying quietly or 


' violently, with great Fears or a cheerful 


Confidence, with Senſe or without ; like 


a Lamb or like a Lion, with Convulſions 


and terrible Agonies, or like the ſilent 
and well-ſpent Flame of an expiring Ta- 
per, For theſe may happen ſeverally, 
according to the Conſtitution of the Per- 
ſons, and the Nature of the Diſtemper 
that befals them; or elſe according as 
God pleaſes to diſpenſe the Grace, or the

De Curate of the Pariſh ſhall often ad- 
moniſh the People that they defer not the 
Baptiſm of thetr Children longer than the 
firſt or ſecond Sunday next after their 
Birth, or other Holy days falling between, 
unleſs upon a great and reaſonable Cauſe, 
to be approved by the Curate. 

Aud alſo they ſhall warn them, that 

_ without like great Cauſe and Neceſſity, 
they procure not their Children to be bap- 
tized at home in their Houſes. But when 
Need fhall compel them fo to do, then 
Baptiſm ſball be adminifired en this 

Fathin.

Yet nevertheleſs, if the Child 
which is after this ſort baptized, do af- 
terwards live, it is expedient that it be 
brought into the Church, to the intent that 
if the Miniſter of the ſame Pariſh did 
himſelf baptize that Child, the Cyngre- 
gation may be certified of the true Form 
of Baptiſm, by him privately before uſed. 
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
